W hatever they do with me 
will be all right.

my sin.” 
Rev. Hight, referring to the motives 
which led him to poison the wife to 
whom he had been married 26 years 
and to instigate the poisoning of WH- 
ford Sweeten, the miner with whose 
wife he had fallen in love at the vil­ 
lage of Ina., 111., six months ago. said: 
“The devil pulled me along. 
I don't 
know why I did it. 
I have lost all 
hope now. 
The entire world has de­ 
serted me.” 
The poisoner 8ai(l 
has hafi n0 
word Th n any of his children since 
the morning he confessed that he had 
poisoned their mother by putting a r­ 
senic- in the coffee he served at her 
bedside while she was IU. 
The slayer 
added:

“My wife was a good woman In 
her way. 
Hut she was always nag­ 
ging at mo. 
When I was preparing 
my sermons she would 
continually 
irritate roc by talking about small 
affairs. 
She was never satisfied with 
anything I did for her, or anything I 
bought for her. 
Wllford Sweeten was 
a pretty good fellow, but U! i 1 (Ii I net 
like him 
He nagged Elsie, too 
She 
Is a lovely woman, with a most lov­ 
able disposition. 
I have spent a lot 
of time with 
her 
in

months, at her home and at

places. 
Especially

Sweeten was working 
in 
the 
coal 
mines, I would call. 
When he was 
there, though, I used to have interest­ 
ing talks with him,” Hight said. 
The village of Ina. scene of the 
dual tragedy, is stunned by the sen­ 
sational affair. 
Elsie Sweeten, hand­ 
some 34-year-old 
widow of V ilford 
Sweeten, whom she 
poisoned 
last 
July, was much liked and respected. 
She was a good church member, a 
good mother, a perfect ne ighbor. 
She 
was disgraced through the words of 
the preacher—the same shepherd of 
his flock who poisoned his wife six 
weeks after S w eeten s death so he 
could love Elsie in freedom. 
Having confessed the murders and 
giving their love for each other as the 
motive, the woman is being held In 
jail at Salem and tho man at Nash­ 
ville. lo be 
returned 
next 
month, 
when the Jefferson county grand Jury 
will indict them for first degree m ur­ 
der. 
Hight may plead guilty or in­ 
sanity. 
The intention of the woman 
la not known. 
Neither has any finan­ 
cial resources. 
Hight left two children, a boy and 
a girl, and Mrs Sweeten three boys 
Homes must be found for them.
